THE GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY is a privately sup- 
ported, nonsectarian, coeducational, urban university in the 
heart of the Nation's Capital.

The University is in the midst of a five-year campaign to 
raise nearly $100,000,000 for new buildings, increased 
endowment, more student scholarships and faculty chairs 
and professorships. The campaign, unprecedented in the 
history of higher education in the Nation's Capital, is rapid- 
ly changing the shape of the campus, and dramatically 
influencing the architectural development of Washington. 
Eleven new buildings are involved. Nearing completion 
are the $8.5 million University Center and a $4.8 million 
Classroom building. By far the largest single undertaking 
is a $35 million addition to the GW medical complex which 
will constitute the City's most complete medical center. 
Other projected buildings include a new University Library, 
an art department building, and an $8 million recreation- 
activities structure. During the past two years, three build- 
ings were completed—a library for the National Law 
Center, Luther Rice Hall (an administrative office building), 
and the Joseph Henry Building (which has been leased to 
the National Academy of Sciences).
